SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The Dinner Party is a CD-ROM containing scenes of explicit sexual activity. The CD- 
ROM contains a scene in which a gynaecological examination is sexualised. The 
sequence presents a woman going to a doctor’s office and initially being treated as a 
patient undergoing a gynaecological examination. Then the doctor and the nurse 
engage the woman in sexual activity. It is considered that because of the sexualisation 
of the medical practitioner and patient relationship and the eroticisation of the 
gynaecological examination the availability of the publication is likely to be injurious to 
the public good. Excision of this scene was recommended, however, the distributor 
failed to respond within the specified time frame. Therefore the publication is classified 
as:
